toms Union for 1888" amounted to: 159,907,458 
frencs— imports 68,079,305 francs, and. exports 
71,828,152 franos.. ‘These figures do xot inolude 
treasure. ‘It is interesting tocompare the figures 
with thoxs of the preceding year, but it muati be 
borne in mind that the latter have not the same, 
guarantee of excctness as tho returns of: thel 
Customs, for lait year, ‘Tho ‘statistios for 
“1887 give the total \value of the foreign trade 
‘of Indo-China as 146,903,780 francs—imyorts 
84,048,071 francs, and exports 62,855,709 Franes. 
A comparinon ‘of tha tro yeare shows o total 
| falling off of 6,996,922 franes, due ‘to a dimiou- 
tion of 15,968,766 franos ixi imports partly com- 
pensated for by an inoreass of 8,972,444 francs 
in exports, “The imports have deolined in value 
Cochin Chins ..by | 8,450,000 francs,’ond in 
Tonquin.by, 7,516,000 tranos. :
